Construction of temporary facili- | 
ties to speed up work on the Rich- | 
mond harbor was advocated yester- | 
day by Major Charles T. Leeds, who 
with George F. Nicholson has just | 
c@mpleted a survey of the local water 
front. | 
“Temporary structufes would get 
things going,” Leeds told the more 
than 100 residents who attended the 
forum luncheon held by the Chamber 
of Commerce. “Serious mistakes were 


made in the design of the present 
municipal wharf. Too much money 
was spent—far more facilities could 
have been constructed for the same 
sum. In fact a pier would have been 
far better than a wharf. 

“The fundamental cond@ions are 
right for development of the Rich- 
mond harbor. Civilization is work-» 
ing westward, and the population 
here is bound to increase. The east 
bay district has the chance to be- 
come more prosperous than San 
Francisco. 

“Industries build up a city, and to 
secure additional industries harbor 
development is necessary. The suc- 
cess of a harbor cannot be measured 
by the actual receipts. A successful 
harbor should pay off its bonds, but 
its real value cannot be measured 
in money, but more in the indirect | 
business it brings to a city. Private | 
ownership should be opposed. Far 
better results will be obtained by | 
city development.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.) An 
by Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Blair, made public today, has 
all collectors of internal 
revenue to have available for public 
inspection complete lists of taxpayers 
showing the amount of income tax 
paid by each. 

This action was taken in compli- 
ance with the internal revenue law 
ef 1924, which provided that the col- 
lector in each internal revenue dis- 
trict should make public the names, 
addresses and amount of income 
taxes paid by all persons in his dis- 
trict. 

The statement issued today by the 
internal revenue bureau said in part: 
“The bureau of internal revenue in- 
terprets this provision of the act as 
applying to all returns of income 
made after January 1, 1924, whether 
filed under the provisions of the re- 
venue act of 1924 or prior income 
tax acts. The term. ‘person’ means 
un individual, a trust or estate, 
a partnership, or a corporation. 

“The lists required by the new 
revenue are now available for in- 
spection in the collector's office and 
the collector has designated one of 
his employes to assist all persons
